Crothersville, twelve miles south 
of here, suffered a $39,000 lire loss 
Monday night and for two hour- the 
• destruction of a large 
part 
of the 
town was threatened. 
One block on 
Main street east of Armstrong was 
entirely wiped out 
but 
by effective 
work the 
residents 
were 
able to 
keep the flames 
from 
spreading to 
the frame building across the street. 
The absence of a stiff gale aided the 
volunteer 
fire 
fighters 
in keeping 
the flames confined to the one block. 
Losses were 
suffered 
by the fo l­ 
low ing: 
Crescent Milling Company, 
har­ 
ness store and feed exchange, 
$10,- 
000 loss with $4.000 insurance on tlie 
building. 
Thomas 11. Mount, 
hardware and 
implement store, adjoining the Cres­ 
cent salesroom. 
$20,000 loss 
with 
$11,000 insurance. 
$2,000 insurance 
was carried on the building and $9,- 
■000 on the contents. 
The Kitz Hotel, 
owned 
by Mrs.

The ware rooms at the rear of the 
Crescent salesroom and the Mount 
building were also burned. 
A con­ 
siderable amount of the stock of the 
Crescent Company was removed and 
part of the Mount stock was saved. 
Some of the furnishings and fixtures 
of the hotel were carried out but it 
is said that they were damaged. 
The fire started in the wareroom 
back of the office in the Mount build­ 
ing 
(i o’clock but had gained such head 
way that it could not be controlled. 
Mr. Mount said lie was standing in 
front of the building on Main street 
when the fire was discovered. 
When 
the residents realized that it would 
be 
impossible 
to 
extinguish 
the 
flames efforts were directed towards 
saving as much of the stock as pos­ 
sible.

The lire then spread to the hotel 
building on 
the 
east. 
This frame

was 
rapidly 
consumed. 
¡The residents, by this time, however, 
I had been aroused to action and car­ 
d e d most of the fixtures and furni­ 
ture to the streets. 
Shortly after 
the hotel 
building 
caught 
fire the 
brick building of the Crescent Mil­ 
ling Company took afire and in a few 
minutes the flames were leaping from 
the roof. The building and the ware­ 
room at the rear 
were emptied as 
far as possible by the citizens who 
worked untiringly to save what they 
could. 
It was 
feared 
that 
the flames 
would reach the livery barn less than 
a block from the hotel building and 
also the row of frame buildings on 
either side of Main street west of 
the Crescent Milling Company build­ 
ing. 
The sparks and burning embers 
were carried to the roofs of neigh­ 
boring 
buildings 
but were 
extin­ 
guished by persons who had mount- j 
ed the buildings 
with 
buckets and 
cans of water. 
In this way the tire 
was prevented from spreading. 
The 
fact that the Mount building and the 
Crescent 
Milling 
Company 
sales­ 
room were of brick was largely re­ 
sponsible for the saving of the row 
of frame structures on Main street. 
After the fire had been in progress 
for almost an hour it apjwared that 
the business portion of the town at 
h a -t, and probably the entire town, 
was doomed to destruction and i n ­

chemical engine was taken to Croth- 
ersville

The steam engine of the Seymour

J u s t as the ear was leaving word 
came from 
Crothersville 
that the 
engine would not be needed as the 
fire was under control. 
When this 
message wa- 
received Chief F.ver- 
hart ordered 
the 
engine unloaded 
and returned to the fire house. 
It is 
stated that the Crothersville people 
had planned that if the lire eontin- ' 
ued to spread the local tire engine 
could be stationed near a stream at 
the edge of the town and that plenty 
of water could have been pumped as 
the stream is about two feet deep.

Americanism” is to be the slogan of 
Charles Evans Hughes in his cam­ 
paign for the presidency. 
He coined 
the phrase today in his talk with 
newspapermen. 
In his talk he displayed “pop ami 
fire” almost Rooseveltian, biting off 
his word sharply. 
He said: 
“I have stated my position very 
clearly in my telegram of acceptance 
to the convention. 
My platform is 
one of undiluted Americanism. Any­ 
one who supports me supports a 
thorough going, out and out Ameri­ 
can policy and nothing else.” 
In a telegram received today by 
Hughes from O-car S. Strau-s, pro­ 
gressive and close friend of Roose­ 
velt, Strauss called on the Progres­ 
sives to support Hughes and pledged 
his personal support.

Several years before tho death of 
Mark Twain, the great humorist, an 
erroneous report that he had been 
killed gained wide circulation. 
When 
the rumor was run down and found 
to he without foundation, newspaper­ 
men went to 
the 
writer and face­ 
tiously asked him to affirm or deny 
it. 
He smiled and calmly replied: 
“The report about my death, six's, 
has been greatly exaggerated.” 


That answer fits very aptly to the 
widely circulated rumors in this city 
Monday night that a serious accident 
had befallen an 
automobile 
party 
composed of Maurice E. Jennings, 
Miss Gladys Boss and Miss Inez 
Jones, who went to Crothersville in 
Mr. Jennings9 automobile. 
The re­ 


port which was absolutely without 
foundation was to the effect 
that 
Miss Bess had met fatal injuries and 
that Mis- Jones and Mr. Jennings 
were seriously and probably fatally 
hurt when the machine overturned. 
The young ladies formerly lived in 
Crothersville and Miss Jones is the 
daughter of Frank Jones, a baker 
there. 
They were naturally much in­ 
terested in the report that Crothers­ 
ville was burning down and were 
anxious to go to the town. 
Mr. Jen­ 
nings proffered to take them down in 
his machine and they left here about 
7 :30 o’clock. 
About twenty minutes after they 
left the city the report was in eir-

When the situ atio n at last became 
critical the co mmandant, 
Chief 
o f 
Battalio n Itay nal, a tried so ldier, who 
bad risen fro m the ranks, had hardly 
mo re than 3,000 men with who m to 
co ntinu e the defense. 
Ills task was to 
ho ld the half ru ined fo rt against o ver­ 
whelming masses o f infantry , su ppo rt­ 
ed by mo re than 1<X) batteries o f heavy 
guns. Re-enfo rcements co uld no t reach 
him o wing to the terrible efficacy o f 
the German lire. 
Fo r a week, alo ne and u naided, he 
and his men held o u t against very 
great o dds.

German artillery was still po u nding in­ 
cessantly at the ro o fs o f the vau lts, 
where the garriso n had taken refuge. 
The o fficer su cceeded in retu rning to 
the French lines and repo rted the des­ 
perate co nditio n o f the su rvivo rs. 
The fighting o f the two previo u s day s 
had been awfu l. 
W ho le German regi­ 
ments at o ne stage tried to advance 
against the western bastio n, where two 
batteries 
o f tteldpieees were po sted. 
They were met with a po int blank fire 
and annihilated. 
One co mpany climb­ 
ed to within six ty y ards o f the 
g uns, 
bu t co u ld get no farther. 
Several Ger­ 
man assau lts were repu lsed o nly after 
vio lent hand to hand lighting. 
When at last the assailants reached 
the principal entry they were met by 
a co u nterattack, flu* garriso n making 
u se o f their rifle bints, knives and lists 
and even their steel helmets, which 
they held by the strap and swu ng like 
maces. 
The Germans emplo y ed lach- 
ry mo sal shells, bo mbs and liquid tire 
thro wers in great nu mbers 


Ga v e W a y Inc h by Inc h. 
inch by inch tin* enfeebled defenders 
receded, and when ut last, wo rn o u t by 
seven day s’ watching and lighting, they 
were incapable <>f fu rther effo rt, fresh 
enemy tro o ps ru shed the fo rt and cap­ 
tu red the handfu l o f hero es who re­ 
mained. 
No thing is kno wn y et o f the fate o f 
Chief o f Battalio n iiay nal, who was 
gazetted o n Tu esday a co mmander o f 
the Legio n o f Ho no r fo r his gallant de­ 
fense. 
lie has been wo u nded several 
times in the present war. 
Seven day s o f to rriff • bo mbardment 
added to many previo u s perio ds o f 
bo mbardment o f less intensity , had re­ 
duced the fo rt to little mo re than a 
ruin, 
its po ssessio n is still a matter 
o f impo rtance to the Verdu n o pera­ 
tio ns, ho wever, becau se o f the height 
which it cro wns and fro m which it 
had been able to sweep the ravine to 
the no rth as well as the slo pes o f the 
Meuse heights to the east. 
Altho u gh the po sitio n, so far as nat­ 
u ral defenses were co ncerned, was o ne 
o f tin* mo st difficult to attack o n this 
bank o f the Fiver, it was selected by 
the Germans in preference to o ther 
po iu ts o f less natu ral strength becau se 
fro m its po sitio n o n the ex treme cast 


o f the !...•• .. . 
e.\ed the least su ppo rt 
fro m the thinking batteries o n the o th 
er bank. 
F.K'ing tin* Germans <>n the right 
bank o f the river is the line fro m 
Fro ide Terre to the fo rts o f So nville 
and Ta vannes, bo th situ ated o n heights 
o f great natu ral strength.

The Rockefeller foundation has a n­ 
nounced that It has appropriated $1,- 
000,000 for w ar relief work in Poland. 
Serv ia. Montenegro and Albania. 
This gift is made, according to the 
announcement, as an effort to hasten 
an agreement between the allies and 
the central powers whereby adeq uate 
prov ision can be made for feeding the 
millions of noncombatants of the coun­ 
tries which it is intended that this do­ 
nation shall aid. 
In a statem ent which accompanies 
the 
announcement 
of the gift the 
Rockefeller foundation tells of its ef­ 
forts to reliev e the situation in Poland. 
After stating that its original scheme, 
Whereby it agreed to guarantee the a d ­ 
ministration ex penses of a neutral com­ 
mission for the distribution of food­ 
stuffs to the ex tent of $120,000, fell 
through because of the impracticabili­ 
ty of imjiorting the food the founda­ 
tion say s: 
A few months ago the German gov ­ 
ernment inv ited one of the members of 
the 
w ar relief commission 
of 
the 
Rockefeller 
foundation, 
Frederic 
C. 
Walcott, to go to Poland with a repre­ 
sentativ e of the commission for relief 
in Belgium in order th at fresh and ac­ 
curate information might be obtained 
as to conditions of destitution and that 
new measures of relief might be dev is­ 
ed. 
The result of this trip was th a t a 
scheme was again draw n up containing 
certain arrangem ents and guarantees 
whereby loud might be imported into 
G ermany from abroad, transported to 
Poland and distributed among the civ il 
population under the protection, su­ 
perv ision and activ e management of a 
neutral commission directed by H er­ 
bert C. Hoov er. 


Te rms of Sche me . 
The terms of this scheme may be 
summarized as follows: 
A neutral commission to be organized 
under the direction of Herbert C. Hoov er, 
the head of the commission for relief in 
Belgium, and to carry on its operations 
according to the methods now obtaining 
in Belgium and northern France.

000 to 4,000,000 persons in and about these 
cities); Germany to prov ide a partial ra­ 
tion for these populations, as well as to 
supply the needs of all other parts of the 
occupied tenitory . 
Railroad 
transportation from Danzig, 
the port of importation, to the German- 
Polish frontier at half rate and thence 
without charge to the points of destina­ 
tion in Poland. 
Ocean transportation of supplies to be 
prov ided by German ships fly ing a neutral 
flag and manned and controlled by neu­ 
trals. 
W ith this tentativ e agreement in 
his possession Mr. Walcott proceeded 
to London and made ev ery effort, 
through the good ofiicesof Ambassador 
Page and in co-operation with Mr. 
Hoov er, to commend the plan to the 
fav orable consideration of the British 
gov ernment and its allies. 
As a result 
of these efforts the British gov ernment 
deliv ered to the American am bassador 
on May 11 a memorandum setting forth 
the term s and conditions upon which 
the blockade of Germ an ports would 
be relax ed to the ex tent of perm itting 
imports of relief supplies through a 
Germ an port.

The constabulary in the occupied terri­ 
tory not to be permitted to req uisition 
or purchase food imported by the com­ 
mission. 
No food supplies to be ex ported from 
Poland unless in the case of an ex cess of 
potatoes ov er and abov e the needs of the 
entire occupied territory , as certified by 
the neutral commission. 
The 
German 
and 
Austro-Hungarian 
gov ernments to undertake as part of the 
present arrangement to supply and care 
for the populations of Serv ia, Albania and 
Montenegro. 
The nex t stop to he taken was to 
ascertain whether the central powers 
would agree to tlie additional condi­ 
tions imposed by G reat Britain on be­ 
half of the allied gov ernments, and ne­ 
gotiations to this end are now going on. 
The appropriation of a million dol­ 
lars by the Rockefeller foundation is 
m ade at this time in order that prompt 
adv antage may be taken of a fav orable 
termination of the negotiations, so th at 
the stream of food m ay begin to pour 
into Poland with the least possible de­ 
lay . 
At the same time under the term s 
proposed the effectiv e relief of Serv ia 
and Montenegro and Albania woq jd 
become possible.
